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THE GERMAN REPLY. 

The reply of the German govern- 
ment to the American note of course 
left much to be desired. It must be 
a disappointment to those who 
thought that all that was needed to 
bring a humble apology and promise 
of future rectitude from the Kaiser's 
government was a scream from the 
American Eagle. It must be a re- 
lief to those persons who feared an 
insolent and defiant reply which 
would have driven the President to 


take extreme steps. 

In brie¥, the German reply is about 
as good as conld have been expected 
at this stage of the proceedings. The} 
tone of the note is friendly. Ger- 
many does not admit her guilt in the} 
Lusitania affair she contends that 
the Lusitania was equipped with con- 
cealed guns, was on the British naval 
reserve list, and was carrying am- 
munition, the -explosion of the latter 
being responsible for the rapid sink- 
ing of the ship. 

Germany disagrees with the United 
States as to the facts in the case, not 
in regard to the principles involved. 
The Kaiser's government desires an 
investigation to ascertain what are 
the actual facts. Was the Lusitania 
an enemy ship armed for war anc 
as such admittedly liable to destruc- 
tion? Germany says yes. The 
United States says no. Germany 
asks that the truth shall be ascer- 
tained before she makes her final an-} 
swer. 

Of course it is not unlikely that! 
Germany is sparring for time, is de- 
laying her final reply to “save her 
face.” . It is possible, however, that 


she believes her version of the facts 
io be the correct version. It it even 
possible that her version is the cor- 
rect one. At all- events, it seems as 
if the United States could allow rea- 
sonable time for the ascertaining of 
the facts without relaxing the firm- 
ness of her attitude or permitting un- 
necessary dilatoriness. 

The American people justly have 
confidence in the ability and wisdom 
of the President to decide what to do 
and how to do it.

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POWER OF COLD FACTS. 

A remarkable instance of the power 
of the newspaper press has just been 
given in England. A complete read- 
justment of the cabinet governing that 
country has just been forced, and it 
is said to have been due to a dispatch 
from a correspondent of the London 
Times. This dispatch dwelt on the 
fact that the army was being supplied 
with too much shrapnel and too few 
high explosive shells. 

If the downfall of the English cabi- 
net is thus truly explained, it is an in- 
stance of the power of careful and ac- 
curate statements of fact, both in 
newspaper work and in political cam- 
There are too many news- 
who are 


paigning. 
paper men in this country 
mere armchair critics. They can 
write brilliant and slashing articles, | 
put they lack a foundation of solid ins 
vestigation. 

The political stump is full of off 
hand statesmen, who can get you up a 
slam-whanging speech in a half hour. 
It éxposes the absurdity and futility of 
opponents, and is clever, 
sets the galleries to cheering. But 
when the thoughtful citizen gets home 
he asks himself, What more do I know 
about my government? To which he 
must answer, Nothing. 

Probably one reason why political 
rallies are not well attended is that 
there is too much arm swinging and 
too little real information. 

American newspapers are 
time presenting carefully 
statements of fact, that are just as in- 
fluential in a more limited field as has 
een the dispatch that is said to have 
vroken the English cabinet. But the 
national temperament interposes ob- 
stacles in the way of the most accu- 
rate work. The public demands its 
news quick. It would rather take an} 
unverified rumor today than to have 
an editor spend 24 hours getting more 
accurate information and come in late 
with his story. The public blames 
the newspaper press for inaccuracy, 
and then forces the newspapers to 
compete under conditions that make 
accuracy difficult if not impossible.

SUMMER SLIP COVERS. 


Making Them at Home Saves Much 
Financial Outlay. 

This is an excelient time to get the 
summer slip covers made, for dress- 
making will probably be at its height 
just at the time they will be needed. 
Making slip covers at home is a most 
economical procedure, for well made 
slip covers are usually rather high 
priced when ordered from a good up- 
holsterer. No’ special skill is required 
for the making of such covers, but a 
great deal of patience and care will be 
essential. Nd sketchy fitting or sewing 
may be tolerated and the finished effect 
must be distinctly tailored. Choosing 
slip covers is like choosing rugs or pic- 
tures—one makes selection for a life- 
time, so good material of substantial 
weave and attractive color should be 
sought, and it will be wise to purchase 
several yards more than the estimated 
need, so that new chairs added to one’s 
collection later may be covered. 

Linen in tan or striped green and 
tan is delightfully cool for summer 
slip covers and all edges should be 
bound with green cotton braid which 
comes for the purpose. Piain tan lin- 
en is liked best by some housekeepers 
In some rooms cretonne slip covers 
will be charming. English drawing 
rooms are almost invariably slip cov- 
ered in flower chintz during the sum- 
mer months, and the effect with light 
muslin curtains and plenty of fresh 
flowers about is delightful. A winter 
bedroom done in pink may be changed 
to blue or green in summer by fresh 
slip covers, curtains and bed cover of 
cretonne. 

Cut a pattern for every slip cover 
first. For this pattern an old sheet or 
strong wrapping paper may be used— 
and the tape measure should not be 
spared, for guesswork is not to be 
commended in making well tailored 
slip coyers for a formal room. Pin 
the paper pattern over chair or lounge 
just as the slip cover is to go, then 
cut out your material. Snap fasteners 
are better than buttons and button 
holes, for they prevent gaping and saz 
ging of the fabric. Make long bags 
also for the portieres and snap fasten 
them together at the top, between the 
hooks of the portieres.

Chinese and American Capitalists 
have united to form a Chinese-Amer- 
ican bank, to be capitalized at ap- 
proximately $6,000,000, 
Brown University defeated the 
Chinese University of Hawali, 4 to 9, 


Saturday. 

The above items summarize two 
important events, not so divergent as 
they may appear. The bringing in- 
to existence of the Chinese-American 
pank is an important achievement and 
will undoubtedly result in much ma- 
terial benefit to both ¢ountries, China 
is a sleeping giant, whose awakening 
will shake the world. It is a coun- 
try with enormous physical resources, 
most of them hardly touched. The 
establishment of this great bank at 
Shanghai with its chief branch in San 
Francisco may do much to further the 
development of commerce. 

The United States may come into 
commercial conflict with Japan, but 
what of that? Japan has only her- 
self to blame for a lost opportunity. 
Japan’s entry into China was draim- 
atie but apparently wholly selfish. 
Throughout history the relations of 
the nations of the world with the 
Celestial Empire were promoted by 
greed and selfishness. No nation has 
acted toward China from motives of 
friendliness 

There is one important exception 
and China, drowsy though she may be, 
hag not failed to see that in the fam- 
ily of nations she has only one true 
friend. The United States some 
years ago returned to China a few 
million dollars, a part of the amount 
awarded her as indemnity for Boxer 
uprising. The United States found 
the amount too large. The action 
of this country was promoted by 
nothing but a love of fair play, but it 
has paid for itself many times ovef. 
China has never forgotten this ac- 
tion of a great power, any more than 
she has not forgotten the acts of self 
aggrandizement by other nations. She 
has noted other acts of friendliness 
in our Gealings toward her. 

The progressive part of China, the 
small part which has awakened looks 
to the United States as a friend and 
counselor. Chinese students have 
come to our shores for education. The 
Chinese have come in direct contact 
with us in Hawaii and they have come 
to learn that we can be trusted. Most 
striking of all they have become base- 
ball enthusiasts. They play the 
American national game, and they 
play it well judging by the score in 
the game given at the beginning of 
these remarks. Chinese who have 
learned to know and trust the Amer- 
ican people have returned to China 
and spread their knowledge. This 
confidence had to exist or no success- 
ful Chinese-American Bank could 
have been established.

WILSON DOCUMENT PREPARED

Room For Doubt as to Attitude of 
United States—Crisis Over Lusi-

The Legislature of Massachusetts 
has most wisely and patriotically or-

“J don’t take any stock in this talk 
ot Congressman Gardner about this 
country being unprepared for war, 
remarked the geteran.

Under the Prussian-American treaty 
of 1828, the binding force of which 
Was admitted by Germany, in its note 
of April 5, the right of citizens of 
cither country to ship arms and am- 
munition, as well as all other kinds ot 
contraband, in their own vessels, was 
granted in time of war, but each 
party had the right to detain such 
contraband and make payment for it 
if confiscated. 

The last note from Germany en- 
larges upon the treaty of 1828 by 
claiming that while the treaty did 
not specifically permit, the destruction 
of a ship, nevertheless, if its. con- 
traband could not be stopped in any 
other way, it could “in the extreme 
case be effected by the destruction of 
the contraband and of the ship car- 
rying. it.”

Fine, Sheer Voile Is a New Material 

Which May Be Made Up at Home 

Into the Daintiest of Dress; ’ 
Accessories. 

’ Neckwear designs this season “differ 
radically from ‘those of last year be- 
cause of the change from low to high 
neck. This naturally means either a 
considerable expenditure for new neck- 
wear or Considerable sewing in spare 
time at home. Homemade neckwear 
can be quite as dainty as that seen in 
the shops, and can be produced at 
much less cost. 

Very fine, sheer voile is a new ma- 
terial used for neckwear. It is in- 
tended to supersede organdie, and I be- 
lieve it will quickly find favor—if for 
no reason other than that it is very 
easily laundered. Since neckwear, to 
be attractive, must be ever fresh, any- 
thing which will tend to lessen the 
laundry work is sure to be appreciated.

Washington, June 12.—The United 
States note to Germany, that William 
J. Bryan, as secretary of state, re- 
fused to sign because of his fear ot 
war, probably will not be answered 
for two Weeks, pending the arrival 
of Meyer Gerhard, the special envoy 
sent by Ambassador Bernstorff to the 
imperial government. 

From all indications here the 
resignation of Bryan has brought 
about a political change which puts 
thé nation practically solid behind 
President Wilson. Telegrams otf 
praise came to the White House from 
all parts of the country and pledges 
of support were made by leaders of 
all political parties. 

“An appeal to reason with all 
threats skilfully concealed.” That 
is the interpretation placed by official 
Washington on President Wilson's re- 
joinder to Germany. It was couched 
in the friendliest terms. It made 
yielding to the cardinal. principle— 
recognition of the rights of Ameri- 
can citizéns to be safegnarded every- 
where on the high seas—very easy, 
if Germany desires. 

The president put the basis for such 
netion aS a matter of right, founded 
cn the “universally recognized un- 
cerstandings of international laws and 
the anoient friendship of the German 
people.” 

Un that ground Germany can make 
eoncessions asked for. Ofticiais 
pointed out, however, that the note 
must be read in the light of all mes- 
sages that have preceded it. The only 
essential elimination is that now the 
United States, in condemning submay 
‘ine warfare, does it on the ground 
hat American citizens must be pro- 
tected. 

If Germany agrees that she’ will do 
this in the future, America’s protest 
cannot compel her to stop her tor- 
pedoing of merchant vessels on which 
she has assured herself there are no 
\niericans. 

Pro-German circles are hopeful that 
Germany will accept the demand in 
that light. They argue that to do so 
would prevent unnecessary criticism 
ef the home government by the Ger- 
rhan people. There is not the least 
‘oubt, it is said, that the great mass 

t Germans believe that Grand Ad- 
miral von ‘Tirpitz’s undersea cam-

Diplomats of pro-ally sympathies 
tre not inclined to accept this view. 
‘Laney declare that the note, although 
expressed in beautiful phrases, skil- 
fully concealed an iron hand in a vel- 
vet glove. 

All who entertain the view that 
Germany wili not fall into line and 
accept the note at its face value, in- 
sist that the kaiser and his advisers 
must measure it in the light of what 
has gone before. It is simply anoth- 
er step forward, they say. 

Commencing with the note of Feb. 
10, which ennumerated the principie 
of “strict accountability,” the note of 
May 15 called for “entire disavowal’ 
and the ‘present document “deems it 
reasonable to expect that the imperial 
German government will adopt the 
measures necessary” to meet the 
wishes of the United States. 

The president and his advisers are 
eonvinced that the German govern- 
ment will accept the American posi- 
tion as one that it can endorse. At 
the very outset it was pointed out 
the United States dismissed the Cush- 
ing and Gulilight cases, with expres- 
sions of friendiy gratitude that must 
prove pleasing In Berlin.

Washington, June 14.—In the third 
statement which he has issued since 
his resignation from thé ottice of sec- 
retary Of.state, William J. Bryan said 
that whén the latest note té Germany 
Was shown to him in its final fornr it 


contained an importaht change of a 
“softening” nature. j 
This change was not sufficient, 


actording to Bryan, to 
justify him in asking “permission” 
that his resignation be withdrawn. 
He felt, he explained, that the Unit- 
ed States cottld not do less in replying 
to Germany's offer of arbitration than 
to express a willingnéss to apply the 
principlé of the Brran peacé treaties 
to the case. 

When the note in its final form with 
this important change was shown to 
him, Brydn’s resignation had been Gt- 
teréd and had beén accepted by Presi- 
tent Wilson but had not become ef- 
fective. ryan was still secretary of 
state. Under the terms of his letter 
of resignation, he was to retain oe 
until the ndte was sent. 

From the +ex-secretary’s latest 
statement it is apparent that he had 
detérmined to leavé the cabinét dna 
that the only condition on which he 
would have remainéd wads the inclu- 
sion in ‘thé American note of an of- 
ter to Germafiy to settle the Lusitania 
affair by applying the provision in tie 
Bryan “breathing spell” treaties for 
an investigation of the fatts ih rela- 
tion to the casé before a resort t6 
war. 

That part of Bryan's statement re- 


lating to the “softening” change in | 


the American note was based on an 
explanation made by Mr. Lansing, 
the secretary of state ad interim, ot 
what he called a misinterpretation ot 
what was previously Said by him con- 
cerning the submission of the final 
draft of the note to Bryan before the 
latter’s resignation ,became effective. 

Lansing said that he did not mean 
to give the impression that no changes 
were made in the note after Lryan’s 
resignation had been tendered.. What 
he did mean, he explained, was that 
no changes had been made after the 


tinal draft of the communication toy 


Germany was shown Bryan, who read 
the note just before it was placed on 
the telegraph wires. 

What the changes were Lansing 
declined to say. Bryan has atso re- 
fused o disclose what they were. 

in the note of May 13, sent six days 
after the Lusitania went down, th¢ 
government used this langttage, after 
a statement of the rights: of immiinity 
claimed by tite United States for its 
merchant ships and - citizens. 

“It must hold the imperial German 
government tO a strict aecountability 
fer any infringement of thése rights, 
intentional or incidental.”

The text cf the American note was 
published in the Berlin papers. in

In making final 
disposition of the cases which come 
before them judges should closely ex- 
amine the particular case and should 
each time reflect what will be the 
probable effect upon others if the 
case is placed on probation. In their 
eagerness to help the individual, in 
iiself a worthy thing, they should not 
lose sight of the welfare of. the com- 
munity.

The question of whether fhe re- 
building should come under the head 
of current expenses or permanent im- 
provements is the question upon 
which the Council split. Failure to 
appropriate the money needed for re- 
building for the time being has nulli- 
fied the effect of the rebuilding ord- 
ers. 

If it is wise to rebuild it follows 
neturaly that ft is wise to appropri- 
ate the amount. required. The re- 
building, ifvdesirable, should not. be 
blocked by ‘a dispute over. ‘the method 
of raising the money, which, after all, 
is not vital. On the whole it seems 
as if the appropriation should be paid 
for in the future.

TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 

%t is perhaps not generally ‘realized 
how *nuch is now being done to pro- 
vide for the old age of teachers. The 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching made its annual _re- 
port the past week, showing nearly 
$700,000.paid..fer pensions for college 
professors. ‘But this is only one phase 
of-the movement. Twelve states noW 
have a-general public school teachers’ 
pension law, and 14 have one ap- 
plioable-to the larger towns and cit- 
ies.

Since ‘the allies ‘are compelied te 
rely to so great“an extent upon this 
country for the means with which to 
presecute the war, such an embargo 
is expected to make the allies give a 
willing ‘ear to peace proposals and 
especially ‘so ff the proposals comé 
fron: President Wilson, because under 
such circumstances Wilson would hold 
the whip hand on the whole warring 
world, “s 

President Wilson has held that this 
country wotrld not declare an embargo 
on the export of arms ahd war mumni- 
tidns because ‘such declaration would 
be unneutral. Therefore it would re- 
quire the advent of a strong necéssity 
at home to justify the embargo. 

War for the paciucation of Mexico 
would supply the required strong ne- 
cessity. Under the supreme law ot 
eminent domain the United States 
would take over all contracts for war 
materials now being filled by Amert- 
can manufacturers on European ac- 
count. 

Those who sponsor this remarkable 
possibility are of the opinion that the 
fundamentaly ground work already has 
been laid.

in clear, warm water, then in very 
hot water, and stood wrong side up ii 
a tlean place to dry. This, done by 
the houstwife, is particularly a sav- 
ing when the. dealer or dairyman 
operates only a small plant arid dots 
not have the outfit for rapid cleaning. 


When milk is left in bottles to get 
sour or to putrefy, it adds to the 
dairyman’s cost for cleaning. them, 


and the same is true when a’ 
milk is allowed to dry in the bottle, 
especially in the arigle iarviwhd the} 
bottom. 

Another way iu which the consumer 
can cooperate is By quickly removing

The memorandum recites at length 
the efforts to minimize inconvenience 
to neutral commerce resulting from 
thé order-in-council against trade 
agiinst Germafiy, Austria and Tur- 
key, ‘And asserts that Ameritan citi- 
zené havé no ju&t’trounds for com- 
plaint on acttiunt of the treatment ac- 
corded their cargoes. 

No attempt is made to answer the 
principles asserted in the American 
note of March 1 protesting against the 
order-in-courcil and insisting upon 
the right of neutrals to carfy on legit- 
iniite commerce with each other and 
to trade in non-contraband with 
citilians ifi belligerent countries. In 
traiismittine the memotandum, Page 
taid it-was “merely an explanation of 
voncrete cases and the regulations un- 
der which they are dealt with.” 

The Hritish government seems to 
Pssume that the blockade against Ger- 
many is a military necessity, and the 
iénmiorandiim is intended to show the 
epetial ctnsideration extended _ to 
la'pited States shipping in the effort 
te minimize to the utmost the in- 
convenience to American commerce. 

Anothet' noté to Great Britain is 
now in eotirse of preparation at the 
state department, and is expected to 
ta “dispatchéd a& sodn as the nego- 
tiations With Germany over siipma- 
rine warfare have been cleared up. 

While this communication probably 
Will make reference to the latest 
mémorandum, fit is understood that 
the manner of enforcing the order-in-

in its memorandum the British for-

WAKING SUGAR. res 
‘ile As Well AS Médern Industry. 


Fie world has had a “siveet tdoth” 
for many ages. People “have been 
eating sugar from ttine immeétivrial 
it: would Seéni, and growing sugar 
éahé is an industry so old that if 
antedates the Chfistian éra BY fidtiy 
centuries. At least that is what we 
gather/from an article by Edward Al- 
| bes in the May number ‘of the Monthly 
Bulletin of the Pan American Union; 
Washington, D. C., which gives a 
comprehensive aecount of the care 
Sugar industry in thé. Americas, and 
incidentally embodies an interesting 
resume of what is detually known of 
the history /of the\industry throughou: 
the world from the téry dawn of civi- 
lization to the present.

he writes—" fot n6éwhere has it been 
fourid in its wild state. It has been 
a cultivated product for many cen- 
turies, and the first mention to be 
found in written records is in the 
sacred book of the Hindus. ‘I have 
crowned thee with a shodting sugar 
edne, so that thou Shalt HOt Be averse 
to me,’ was written ihany cerittiries 
before the Christian era. Ih the train 
of Alexarider thé Great diiriig his 
‘Asiatic conquests were somé obser- 
vant persons who mdde notes of What 
they saw, when not too busy killing 
off the inhabifafits; and in these writ- 
ten docimeénts, accdrding to later 
writers who fell Heir to them, is told 
tlie story of ‘a réed growing in India 
which produces honey without bees.

ing. The manufacture of sugar ever 
in the early centuries of the Christian 
era was not restricted to the «mere 
evaporation of the juice of thé cane 
fo dryness for the Arabs and Egyp 
tians had soon learned how to purify 
raW sugar by rechystallization, and in 
cidentally how to make a_e great 
variety of sweetmeats, or candy, out 
of the product.” 

The author tells of the introduction 
of ‘the cane into Sicily by the Arabs 
in 703, whence it was taken to Africa, 
fo Spain, and all along the coast of 
the Mediterranean Sea, as well as to 
the islands and borders of the Indian 
Ocean. The Crusaders found exten- 
sive sugar-cane Dlanjations in Tripoli 
Mesopotamia, Syria, Antioch, and Cy- 
prus, and by the fourteenth century 
the cane was being cultivated in every 
part ef the known world where soil 
and climate were propitious. 

It came to South America by being 
introduced into’ Brazil’ by the Portu- 
guese, who brought it from Madeira. 
and thence it aprenud to nearly all the 
other countries of- that continent. 
Columbus is said to haVe brought it to 
the island of Santo Domingo; whence 
it spread to Mexico and Cuba. It 
was introduced into the other islands 
of the West Indies as soon as they 
came under Europ®an domination. 
The first sugar cane came to Louisiana 
by being sent to the Jesuits from 
Santo Domingo, ‘in 1761, some English 
anthorities giving the date as 1737. 

Althougy practically all of the 
countries of the Pan American Union 
ciiltivaté the! cahe, Cuba is thé great- 
est producer of cane stgar, iiot only 
in the western hemisphere but in the 
world, ‘hie total’ production bf the 
westérn ‘Hemisphere for the 1913-14 
season amounted to 4,919.814 tons of 
which Cuba produced 2,597,732 tons, 
or nearly 52 per cent. The total 
cane-sugar productioti of the world 
wa8 5,773,348 tons; and deducting the 
2,262,600 tons produceti by Iftdia and 
jJovally tonsutitd, it is séén that Cuba 
produces ‘fiedrly 35 per cent of the 
cane Sugdr that is avdilable in the 
markets of the world.

Our exports also continue very heavy, 
owing chiefly to shipments’ of food- 
stuffs, also of war material which are 
'going outwards on a steadily increas- 
ing movement. It now appears that 
war contracts are being accepted on a 
much yaster scale than ever supposed. 
Instead of the earlier statements of 
exaggerated, it is now 
realized that the volume of these 
contracts has frequently been under- 
estimated, because of the secrecy con- 
cerning them. 

Some careful estimates figure that 
munition contracts valued at over 
$500,000,000 have already been placed 
in the United States. Immense 
orders bave also been placed for other 
war supplies which it is calculated 
would bring the total up to about 
$750,000,000, the bulk of which wil) 
be spent with the steel trade. But 
jthis is only about half the credits 
j Which, according to goad authorities, 
have been under negotiation, includ- 
ing $500,000,000 for Great Britain 
,$500,000,00 for Russia, $400,000,000 for 
France and $100,000,000 for Italy. <A
